W est’s purpose to still better 
qualify him self for pructising with re­ 
nown on his return to his native coun­ 
try ; but after making his visits to O x­ 
ford, Blenheim, Bath, Sk.orehead,'l'ont- 
hil, WUton, \Vindsor, 8cc. &c. p.;intuig 
several pictures, which, at the advice of 
' sv Jpfthua Reynolds, were exhibited be­ 
fore the society of arts, he received such 
distinguished applause, and such niark- 
ed solicitation to remain in England, as 
determ ined him tì? take up his h n d re­ 
sidence in London. 


In 1765, ^Ir. W est was raade a di­ 
rector of the Society of A rts ; and*on 
the creation of the Royaf Academy in ' 
1768, he was named by the King to 
diaw up the plan ofthc institution which 
was then adopted. 
His fiibt painting 
exhibited on the opetjing^of the- Acaile- 
my in 1769, was the picture o f Regu- 
lus; which was the first he bad done un­ 
der the patronage of the king.. 


U nder the royal favor and the con­ 
curring sentim ents of adm iring artists, 
Mr. W est now had a support which 
enabled him to follow without restraint 
or control the entire bent of his genius.- 
Soon alter, therefore, came out Jhis 
picture of A grippina, Hannibal, W olfe, 
and Penn. T he tine prints engraved by 
W oollett fi*om these, still m ore aided 
the circulation, and spread the fame of 
the painter over Europe and America. 


W hilst we contemplate Mr. W est as 
possessing all the philosophy of paint­ 
ing, we roust also regard him in the 
amiable character of a moral painter. 
All his subjects therefore, are such as 
most dignify 
and support religion, 
philosophy jy^nd morality. 
Before the 
lime of VVcst, it had been ihe heredi­ 
tary prejudice oi artists to conccive that 
m odern dresses could not sustain a pic­ 
ture where heroism and dignity should 
prevail. 
N othing but Roman or G reek 
dresses could be tolerated ; but the 
pictures of W olfe and Penn; being a 
bold departure from prescribed forms, 
has form ed a nrw era in the art, and has 
cadked a total revolution and innovation 
in (be dresses of historical figures not 
Only in England but throughout the 
wo. Id. 
He has, therefore, been called 
iii Frat\ce, as well as certified in E ng­ 
land, to be the “ Reviver of d,e Dignity 
of Historical Pointing.” 


In 1791, M r. W est, on the death of 
sir Joshua Reynolds, succeeded him ■ as 
president of tne royal academy. 
In his 
ofticitd,as well as in his private capacity 
he has ever been the m unifiteniand ready 
patrouof rising genius ; and, whilst his 
own fame has been regularly rising, he 
has ever »»'Id out a fostering hand to all 
his cotrniporaries. 


T he history of M r. W est from his ap- 
pointinent in ihe academy, t o the present 
time IS nothing but unreuuttcd diligence 


a n d increased success i u his profession. 
T he annals of the arl have no parallel 
with him for extent, diversity, and num ­ 
ber of subjects i s o that, indeed, a de- 
tailttd catalogue of those k n o w n to the 
public, W o u l d a m o u n t to several hmi- 
dted. 


But, great as W est has been, it would

Yesterday thf report of a iiev’ Con­ 
stitution was macir to the Cortca .‘— T he 
following is an abstract of i t :— 


“ In the name of* G o d Almighty, 
the Father, the S.>n and the Holy iihost, 
A uthor and Supreme Lawgiver of So­ 
ciety :— 


**' The Gcncrtil and Extraordinary 
C ortez of the Spanish Nation, thoron;,'h- 
ly convinced, alter the most careful ex­ 
amination imd mature deliberation, that 
the anticn|,f^und.i>ncntal laws of this mo­ 
narchy, pi^vided proper measures and 
precautions he taken to ensure the faith­ 
ful observance thereof, can fully answer 
the im ponont purpose of promoting the 
gloVy, proi^perity and welfare of the 
whole nation, decrce the following po­ 
litical Constitution for the good govern­ 
ment and Jiropcr adtninistration of the 
State. 


“ .In . I. 
The Spanish nation is the 
re-union of all Spaniaids in both hem is­ 
pheres.” '• 


T he nation alone can establish funda­ 
mental lawii.—The catholic, apostolical 
and roman religion, to the exclusion ol 
every other, is the one that the nation 
does and "will profess.— T he form ol 
her government, is that of an Heredita 
ry M onarchy.—-The Cortes will enact 
the laws, and the King cause them to 
be executed. 
They enjoy the rights of 
citizens who have been born of Spanish 
parents, as also foreigners who have 
m arried Spaniards, or are come with u 
capital to get themselves naturalized, or 
to trade in the country, or to teach some 
useful art, 
C ltitens alone can be pre­ 
ferred to municipal offices— T he rights 
of citizens are forfeited by long absence 
from the kingdom, and by undergoing 
afflictive and disgraceful punishmeiits. 
T he King’s person is inviolable and sa­ 
cred ; he has the power of sanciionin^ 
t’le laws enacted by the Cories ; can de­ 
clare war, and make pcjcc ; is to ap­ 
point all civil and military officers, out 
ol a list of iadividuals proposed by the 
Council oF State ; conducts diplomatic 
aSkirs; Watches over the application of 
the public fund*, f«c. Ucatraim» on the 
regal fio -m er^i'h c K.in)j cannot oppose 
the m eeting of the Cortes at the periods 
ur under the circum stances pointed out 
by Uie constitution, nor restrain the free­ 
dom of their deliberations when m et, 
nor suspend them , &c. and such as shall 
advise him to do so, shall be held and 
treated as ti'aitors— He cannot under­ 
take a journey, marry, alienate any thing, 
abdicate the Crowt,, lay on taxes, nor 
exchange any town, city, k c. without 
the; previous consent ofthc Cortes__ 
F k rd in a sid .VTI. is acknowledged, by 
the Cortes, King of Spain ; and, upon 
bis dem ise,iiis bgiiim ate descendants— 
(the settling of the succession, the C or­ 
tes appear to iiave reserved to them ­ 
selves.) 
T h e King is a minor, until he 
have com pleted his 18th year. 
T he 
K ing’s eldest son is styled Prince qf 
Jaiuriant and, as such, will, when I t 
years old, swear beiore the Cortes, that 
Iw will ob .crvc the constitutional laws, 
and be faithful to ihe K ing— During 
the latlc-r’b minority, a regency shall be 
esublished, which will take care that he 
be h ought up in «onformiiy to the plan 
aCiu^iUd by the Cortes.—The Rcffoncy 
wi.i Le presided by the QuecnMnother, 
li alive, and cpmposed ol tii« two oldest 
Deputies o fth c permanent ticputation 
irom tiie C ortes— which deputation will 
continue the whole year in function__ 
and of two Counsellors of Stale accord- 
li'.g to their senioiuy.

Scarcity of 
money makes the monied man still 
richcr. 
A tornado, or a fire, by which 
mahy fi'inilics are ruined, may, with 
some others, be the occasion of a better 
sale of thcir lumber, or a higher price 
of thcir labour. 


So, with respect to the great and vio­ 
lent changes in our country effected by 
the anti commercial »ystem ; whilst 
most arc the poorer for them, some, a 
happy ft w, are the rid er. 
T his sys­ 
tem impoverinhes not only the iner- 
clmnt, generally speakinji, 
farmers and mechanics. 
W c presume 
to say, tbere never before was a time 
when there were so many insolvent 
debters in this country, as at present. 
W c learn from the papers that, iu the 
slate of Ncw-York more than seventeen 
hundred persons have been declared 
insolvent within a very few m onths 
pa»t, and the list la still encreasing every 
week. 
N or is the state of New-York 
singular in this respect, except with 
regard to its bankrupt law. 
W ere the 
legislatures of all the other states to 
pass the same kind of bankrupt laws, as 
that stale has done, each (with one or 
two exceptions perhaps) would proba­ 
bly have as many petitioning insolvents, 
according to relative numbers, as Ncw- 
York ; and some perhaps a m uch larger 
proportion. 


But there arc some m en who perform 
the voyage of life to better advantage to 
themselves, for this general w reck and 
ruin. 
It is a finetlme for placemen 
and pensioners, wl' j have each their 
several thousand dollars a year. 
As 
coadjutors in the present destructive 
system of policy, “ they bind heavy 
burdens and grievous to be borne, and 
lay them on num 's shoulders ; but they 
them selves will not move them with one 
of their fingers.” 
No part of these 
heavy burdens, no, not so m uch as the 
w eight of a leather, falls upon their own 
shoulders. 
No wonder they are in 
spirits. 
The 
ship is w recked ; no 
mutter, they profit by the wreck. T hcir 
parly remains strong, thcir oiBces arc 
secure, and they can luy out the em olu­ 
m e n t s of iheir office lo better advantage 
in Uiese hard limes, by making “ other 
mens' necessities their own opportu­ 
nities.’ 


So again il is a Anc harvest season 
for men who are very rich in ready 
money. 
If they have filuck enough to 
take every advantage «>f the rjecessiiics 
and dibtresses of their neighbors, they 
may increase their estates, al least fifty 
per cent a year. 
In short, there never 
be lore was a period in this country, so 
favourable for establishing a monied 
aristocracy. 


Men who arc reaping a golden har- 
ve.st from these litnts, are full of cou­ 
rage therusclvea, and would fain animate 
ihc raj;ged and the hungry bitten to 
hiedfasi p*.Th-‘verance under their pri­ 
vations. 
“ Come on, brave boys ; one 
pull more, and the day is ours. Another 
embarjjo, prm ided we stick lo it long 
enough, will bring old Eny^kuid ^ipon 
her marrow bones.”
